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Script for the video scenes, in order of appearance: 

- Wounded man sitting on the ground with wounds to the left leg, which is in a splint. 

- Young man laying on a ground cover with more than five shrapnel wounds, another 
man laying to his left by a cooking fire. Officer shows shrapnel wound to shoulder of 
man on the left, and shrapnel wounds to the feet and ankles and a bullet wound to the 
right thigh of the man on the right. 

- Scenes of Hmong families living in the jungle without any shelter. Old men, 
children, a few pigs and chickens. About 75 to 100 people in poor living conditions. 
Ends with women wailing at mourning ceremony for a member (not visible) that has 
died of his wounds. 

- Scenes of helicopters, with external store pylons, working the ridgelines scouting for 
the Hmong. Appear to be Soviet Hip-type rotary wing aircraft with external stores. 
Shows a ridgeline that has had external stores (bombs or rockets) dropped on it. 

- Shifts back to scene of older woman mourning the loss of a loved one. 

- Hmong band then moves out because of the proximity of the helicopters. 

- Hmong soldiers sharing a meal. 

- More helicopters with wing stores searching for them. Sound of helicopter firing 
rockets on Hmong positions. 

- Prayer ceremony on two raised tables (pig’s head on table). Prayers, incense, 
ceremonial fire. 

- Soldiers at a long banquet table, eating rice off large leaves. General gives long 
speech. 

- Patrol moves out, armed with M16’s, M-l carbines, SKS’s, and AK’s. They move to 
a site where a bomb was dropped near their position from a helicopter. Show gas- 
type canisters, and a fuse assembly is held up to view. Munitions spew white smoke, 
and death normally follows within 24 to 48 hours. Following scene shows a young 
child that died from inhaling the fumes from a canister. Scenes of mourning. 

- Patrol moving along a trail. 

- Brief scene of recon helicopter. 

- Squad leaders talking on 2 meter radios. As in South America, the 2 meter FM 
handheld is a popular tactical radio for small units. They are sold as amateur radio

equipment, are readily available through catalog mail sales, and operate in the 144 to 
148 MHz frequency range. 

- Helicopters hovering along a recently rocketed ridgeline. 

- Rebel leader gives a speech while standing on ridgeline. 

- Followed by scenes of family members. Woman makes comments on the plight of 
the Hmong. Followed by scenes of Hmong with backpack loads moving out, fleeing 
from the approaching Lao. 

- Hmong are clearing sleeping and cooking areas in a new location. 

Helicopter overhead, then more rocket firing. Hmong fire a few rounds at the 
aircraft. Helicopter returns automatic weapons fire. 

- Hmong celebrating the Hmong New Year at a long banquet table. This group appears 
to have better weapons, mostly AK’s. Rebel leader holds lengths of white string for 
the ba-sii (friendship) ceremony, which is then tied around the soldier’s wrists in the 
traditional way by, the Hmong women: 

Scene (lengthy) continues around the banquet table. Man in cammies is Kmhmu. 

- Pieces of weapon canisters that were dropped on the Hmong are arrayed on a pole
